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A pair of lobes 32 formed of the loop ends 26A of the ruffles 26, which extend radially in 
every direction, project outwardly from the central portion 30. See United States Patent No.: 
5,784,747. Because each loop end 26A generally has the same length, the lobes 32 of the 
body 12 formed thereby generally have a sphere-like shape. Due to the general pliability of 
the textured film material that makes up the body 12, the spherical shape of the body 12 is 
deformable during use of the cleansing device 10, e.g. the application of pressure and 
contacting of the device 10 to the desired surface to be cleaned in a scrubbing or scouring 
motion. Generally, the sphere-like shape of the body 12 will return after use without 
becoming separated.-
